Photography Beats the Fakirs. 

The Indian “mango” trick, in which 
a plant is seen to grow up from the 
seed in a few minutes, has been done 
in a new way by M. Michael Corday of 
the Ecole Polytechnique in France. M. 
Corday employs the well known cine¬ 
matograph, or apparatus for producing 
“living photograph”—that-, is to say, 
photographic images endowed with 
movement and apparently with life. A 
rose plant is photographed at intervals 
during its growth until the flower buds 
and blooms:.

Such a scene can be witnessed any 
Friday evening in season, at the Clay 
Street market, while the employees of 
the big poultry houses that have their 
places of business there are preparing for 
sale the chickens: that the housewife 
buys for the Sunday dinner. i 

The men seat themselves in a half cir¬ 
cle and each takes- a fowl. Guo stroke 
of a sharp knife across the throat: puts 
the unfortunate squawking broiler out 
of its misery, and then the foreman of 
the gang starts his song. As they catch 
the air and the time the others chime 
in, aud in an instant the plucking be¬ 
gins. With rhythmic motion-the nimble 
fingers grasp the feathers: and pull them 
out during: all the time of the;song. 

Feathers fly in all directions, but the 
song goes on until .the last pinfeathers 
are removed and the carcasses are tossed 
into a pile, ready for the man who puts 
on the finishing touches and prepares 
them for the inspection^ of prospective 
purchasers. ; 

The rapidity with, which a chicken is 
stripped of its feathers is astonishing to 
the uninitiated who have tried it but a 
few times, and so adept have these men 
become, that they finish their fowls al¬ 
most simultaneously, and the process is 
repeated in unison. Three dozen birds 
are not considered a heavy night’s work 
for one. man, and when; pressed for time 
they manage to compass even more than

How the Hoboken Turtle Club Concocts 
If3 Time Honored Turtle Soup. 

Good livers will be interested in this 
recipe. 

By it 150 pounds of turtle will pro¬ 
duce 30 gallons of soup. It is the recipe 
used by the Hoboken Turtle club for. 
many generations, and tbe original 
recipe is now in the hands of the stew¬ 
ard of the club: 

Take a kettle of 30 gallons capacity 
and fill nearly fall of w.ater. Put in 8 
sets of calves’ feet (32), well cleaned, 
and 30 necks of beef. To .this add 2 
dozen parsley, 1 dozen leeks, a half peck 
of small onions and sat and pepper to 
suit. Boil the whole to rags, about 20 
hours. ■ .; ■■■■ 

Ball the turtle, scald off the thin out¬ 
side glazed portion and take off fins. Put 
the-shell, cut up into small pieces, into 
-boiling water until the citron comes off. 
Then add the turtle meat, also cut in 
small pieces. To this add the meat of 8 
calves’ heads, which have been suffi¬ 
ciently boiled to remove the skin. 

Strain: off the stock through a fine 
sieve. Strain twice out of pot and back: 
again, Now adc^ citron and boil three 
hours. Then add turtle meat and calves’ 
heads and boil the Whole until the cit¬ 
ron is wholly done. 

Add, these spices : Quarter pound each, 
of ground allspice, ground cloves, ground 
mace and ground nutmegs, a pound of 
sweet marjoram,.and the same of thyme 
and, summer savory, with black; and 
cayenne pepper to taste. 

Put the- spices into two small salt 
bags: and: drop into the pot until satis-, 
factorily seasoned, taking out and put¬ 
ting in again from time to time and 
occasionally squeezing the bags into the 
pot. 

After adding -the turtle meat qnd 
calves’ heads boil five hours until all 
the sour taste is gene. Boil over a slow 
fire and be sure to ceop well stirred to 
avoid burning: , , 

When; cooked and poured into vessels, 
let it get perfectly cool: before covering 
up or touching,with a spoon. It should 
assume a gelatinous: consistency. Keep 
at same temperature. .Use 2 gallons each 
of claret, sherry and brandy.
